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Drokpakay (HBROD-PA-SKAD) is spoken 
mainly in two villages of Merak and Sakteng 
under Tashigang district in extreme Eastern 
Bhutan by the yakherds. Therefore, it is also 
known as Merak-Sakteng-kha. In Dzongkha, it 
is called Jobikha whereas in Tshangla or 
Sharchhobikha it is called Damilo. It is spoken 
by 2,000 residents and 3,000 residents of 
Merak and Sakteng respectively. 
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
